it was found possible to increase this 


figure through the .withdrawal of food 
subsidies and the imposition of a com- 
pulsory loan on. future income. tax.

~MONTREAL EDUCAT ION CRISIS 


CORRESPONDENT—Montreal 


HE Jewish day ‘schools of 
Montreal, which quantita-. 
tively and qualitatively com- 

pare very favourably with those of 
any other Diaspora community, are 
in the throes of an unusual sort of 
financial crisis, to which an unusual 
solution may ultimately be found— 
by way of delicate, inter-faith 
diplomacy. 


The situation is.a complicated one ; 
to. grasp its essentials it should be 
borne in mind that general education 
here is. officially divided between 
Catholic and Protestant bodies, which 
operate under the supervision of the 
local government and which. are 
financed out of property rates col- 
lected by the municipalities. No legal 
provision is made for parallel. Jewish 
school bodies,, and there is tacit 
understanding’ that Jewish children 
will attend Protestant schools and that 
the rates paid by Jewish property 
owners will go to the Protestant 
school commission. 

Specifically: Jewish school facilities 
are maintained separately by. indepen- 
dent and voluntary Jewish educational! 
organisations, which charge tuition 
fees and conduct fund-raising cam- 
paigns. This was not always so. 
Some 50 years ago the Jewish com- 
munity established a school of its own, 
attended by about half. the Jewish 
and this institu- 
tion received fromthe Protestant 
school body considerable 
support, which was discontinued in 
1907. 


Full-time Day Schools | 
In. recent years, especially in the 


past decade, the Jewish community 
has extended its educational. pro- 


gramme by creating day schools out— 


of. part-time schools, where children 


received Jewish tuition in’ the after-_ 


noon after spending 
acquiring general 
Protestant day schools. — 

The advantages of integrated educa- 
tion soon became apparent, and the 
Jewish day-school system of Montreal 
has becéme the most extensive in the

the Catholic or Protestant school 
commissions, 


Financial Troubles 
Not: surprisingly, a_ financial cris 


has overtaken the Jewish educational] 
rnstitutions. This has hit the rather 


proletarian Peretz School harder than 


others, while the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Congregation, Shearith . Israel. 
has been forced to give up its school 
altogether and to ask the. United 
falmud Torahs to take it over. The 
schools connected with congregations. 
generally speaking, find things a little 
easier, because they simply add the 


cost of the school to the cost of the 


functioning of the ‘entire institution 
and increase membership charges 
accordingly. 

At the same time, the community 
fully realises that this financial burden 
of education is in effect a gift to the 
Protestant School Board. If the 
Jewish community decided to close 
their day schools—attended by 3,000 
children, or a fifth of all Jewish chil-

THE SUEZ AGREEMENT 


Prospects for Israel 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The evacuation of British 
troops from the Suez Canal and from 
Egypt may be right and wise from 
the British point of view. For Israel 
it represents a major diplomatic and 
Strategic setback which calls for an 
“agonising reappraisal,” to use the 
phrase of Foster Dulles in another 
context. 

It is no secret that the clinching argu- 
ment which led the British Cabinet to 
take this - fateful decision was the 
unshakable_ insistence of the United 
States. Nothing less could have induced 


Churchill and the bulk of the Conserva- . 


tive Party to uproot one of the oldest 
and firmest pillars of the Commonwealth 
defence sysiem.-. It is now clear that 
Britain is sufficiently. realistic to make 
almost any sacrifice in order to keep alive 
the Anglo-U S.A. alliance in face of all 
the chances and changes of the present 
atomic -era. 


Israel needs the help of the USA: nol 
less, and. perhaps even more, than 
Britain. How comes it then that Israel 
has failed to retain the friendship of the. 
U.S.A.? How explain the astonishing 
reversal of U.S.A. policy from the peak 
point of May, 1948. when the U.S.A. 
gave instant recognition to the newborn 


State and a vitally needed immediate 


loan of. $100,000, 000. 


This gesture by the U.S.A. undoubtedly 
influenced the rest of the world to do 
likewise.

MOROCCAN POGROM 

More names have been added this week to 
the long and grievous roll of Jewish martyrs. 
Six—-some reports say  seven-—-innocent 


Jews have been brutally murdered, and their 


bodies savagely maltreated, by Moroccan 
Arab nationalists in the little French North 
of Petitjean. That the 
pogrom was not just one unfortunate: result 


among others of extremism suddenly getting 


out of hand is proved by the accounts we print 


this week from our own correspondents and 
from the secretary of the Jewish community 
-in Rabat. The story is constantly repeated in 


Arab lands, where a compound of three main 
factors, surging nationalism, — religious 
fanaticism, and the possibility of loot, provide 
a recurring impetus to attack the most vulner- 
able of the minorities—the Jews, No doubt 
such pogroms are only a side issue in the 
nationalist struggles, but that is no comfort 
to the unfortunate victims or to Jews in 
general. The granting of internal autonomy 


by France to Tunisia and the initialling of. 
the Suez Agreement between Britain and 


Egypt have . obviously encouraged — the 
Moroccan extremists. Similar encourage- 
ment now. seems also to have been given to 


their brethren in Iraq, where, with the forma- 


tion of a new Cabinet, the ending of the 
Anglo-Iraqi Treaty is (as we foretold last 


week) to be a cardinal point in NURI ES-SAID’s . 


foreign policy. One can only. hope that the 

resultant agitation in Iraq will not lead to a 

repetition in that country of attacks against 

its Jewish. hostages. 

THE Fast of Tisha b'’Av, which begins on 


Saturday night, is the culmination of the 
three weeks of mourning for the destruction.

What a profound idea this: is, 
that so long as we see a world divided 
against itself, so jong as we fail to realise 
the dream of the Prophets when all men 


will go up to the Mount of God in Jerusalem | 


and beat their spears into ploughshares and 
their swords into pruning-hooks, so long is 


the Almighty Himself in exile with His

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THY TABERNACLES—IN THE U.S.A.

HEARITH Israel, North 
America's first Jewish congre-

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A “NEW ERA” IN JEWISH EDUCATION 
School Agreement Raises Liverpool Hopes

LIVERPOOL 

The Ministry of Education s agree- 
ment to include a new 
Hebrew secondary modern school in 
its building programme for the year 
beginning April 1, 1955, has given 
great satisfaction to the community. 

For many years the scheme had been 
excluded by the Ministry and, even now, 
what has been sanctioned 1s only a por- 
tion of a much more comprchensive plan, 
which in principle has been accepted by 
the authorities.

THE OLD FOLKS 


By Dr. 


ERONTOLOGY is a subject 
to which our community 
will, unfortunately, have to 

devote increasingly serious attention 
in the coming years. It concerns 
the study of old age and the aged. 
Whereas hardly a week goes by 
without a rabbi or a lay leader 
making an impassioned appeal for 
the needs of youth, no such interest 
or urgency 1s expressed on behalf 
of the aged. Yet the chief prob- 
lems that will confront our com- 
munity in the years ahead will be 
concerned mainly with old people 

Anglo-Jewry, common. with 
American Jewry and.: indeed, many 
non-Jewish communities, is a 
rapidly aging group, not only because 


of the low birth-rate: but also because 


of the success of medical science in 


raising the ‘expectation of life. This: 


presents now, and will present in the 
future, serious questions for our com- 
munal institutions: how to make the 
increasing proportion of old people 
comfortable and reasonably con- 
tented; how to maintain vitality and 
leadership in an uging community ; 
who ts to look after the old ‘people 
who are going to look after the old 
people ; and many other problems. 


Partial Answer 


Social security’. and -the Welfare 
State provide only a. partial answer 
so -far..as. the 
concerned. True, 
old age homes, friendship clubs... has- 
pitals, and simnlar institutions, and, of 
course, the. invaluable Boards. of 
Guardians..

MR. ERN EST 
FRISCHER 


The death occurred in London on 
Saturday night, at the age of 67, of 
Mr. Ernest Frischer, a former. mem- 
ber of the Czechoslovak State Council 
in London and. previously. Chairman 
of the Jewish Party in Czechoslovakia, 

Dr. Lev. former: Secre- 
tary-General of the World. Jewish Con- 
gress (British Section), writes: 

Ernest Frischer was one of the group 
of leading Zionist personalities in Central 
turope who believed that Zionism had 
the double task of rémoving the home- 
lessness of the Jewish people by creating 
a Jewish State and, at the same tinie, 
helping the Jewish claims for equal status 
Jews were actually ‘living. 

“When, after the First World War, 
the Czechoslovak Republic. was ‘estab- 
lished, Frischer, with a circle of. friends 
in his home town, Moravska Ostrava, 
insirumental in creating a * Jewish Party ’ 
to represent the Jewish National Minority. 
Dr. Emil Margulies: became its first. Presi- 
dent, and: Frischer succeeded him in 1935, 
and: .occupied this’ position until. Hider 
invaded Czechoslovakia, _ He was 
the first to be arrested by the Gestapo on 
March 14, 1939. He was released before 
the outbreak of the war.and permitted 
to emigrate -to. Palestine with a group 
of Zionists. 

“In 1942, Frischer-was nominated by 
the Council -of Czechoslovak. Jews in 
London as their candidate for the €zecho- 


slovak «State. Council’ Exile, 
appointed as member by President 
Benes. - In 1945 he returned to. Czecho- 


slovakia, and there became Chairman of 
the Jewish Kultusgemeinde and, later 
President of the Council of. Jewish Com- 
munities.” After the change. of régime in 
Czechoslovakia... in 1948 he escaped to 
London.
